To the Seleot nod Oommon Uonueile of the city
of Pulladelphin—~Gentlemen: Havingenjoyed the
confldonce u'é““ honoratle body as Chisf En-
gluecer of the Water Department for uearly seven
years, during which time large appropriations
were made for alterations snd Improvements to
the Water Works, vpon my recommendation, I
feel It a duly to call attention to severnl reports,
nddressed 10 yon by the present Engineer, relating
to the work which I left nufinished. These reporie
reflect severely upon my sbilities as an engineer,
aud, If atall troe, demonsirats thut the confidence
%0 long reposed o me by Coundciis was entiraly
misplaced, and that whatever mensurs of success
may have attended the managsment of the Dee
partmont, or the hnprovements carried ont,
wns entirely ncoldental, and onn In no way be
accredited to suny ubility 1 may be suppossd to
posress.  Beliaving (hat s thorough Investigation
of the facts of the case wili exhibit the Inocorrect.
ness of the reporis above referred to, I most re-
specifully submit the following statements in
reference to Lwo reporis upon the West Philadel-
phin reservoir, and one npon ihe mains conpeot-
ing the Germantown with the Hoxborough re-
Bervoir.

The communieation of April 16th (O Journal
Select Qouncll, p. 299) does not present the subject
fairly; the second paragraph a8 mcorrect, Allow
me to make & statement of the facts, In the appro.

rintion of the one million dollar loan for extend.
ng the Water Workis, the sum of one hundred and
ten thousand dollars was appropriated for the
purpose of constructing a reservolir in the Twenty-
fourth ward, I estimated that this amount would
build A reservoir of twanty-flyve milllons of gnllons
capneity. When, however, surveys wera being
made, and tridl-pits sunk upon the ground pur.
chnsed by the clty, Its lopography and that of the
adjoining properiy presented naturnl fncilitios for
the construction of & moderntely largs reservolr,
and the situation being nearer the ballt-up re
tion of the city than any other like altitude, I
feit it a duty to call the attention of Counals
to the subject, and to Tecommend the construc-
tion of m reservolr to store two hundred mil.
lious of gallons. At my instance, the Chairman
of the Uommittes on Water, and subs¢quently
the Mayor, Committee on ’Water. and several
members of Oouncils, visited the loeation, and
were very favorably Impressed with the natural
fnollities sfforded for such a reservolr, At the re-
commendation of the Committes on Water, Coun-
c¢ils directed the construotion of the two hun.
dred miliion gallon reservoir, which I estimated
would cost two hundred and fifty thousand dol-

ts. While the surveys were being made, and
pefore AOy il w:gga. m“'r,' or ?emle‘goalul?nm
- resent engineer charge
;}"‘uﬂm t..p The estimates contained fn
thers reporis are notmine, but the present engi-
neer's, and a little examination will [ilustrate their
unrelinbility. In the estimate for the twenty-tiva
millicn galion reservolr, which he calculates to
cost two hundred and fifty-six thounsdnd two hun-
dred and eighty-nine dollars and eighty-six cents,
the amonnt of excavation estimated would leave o
cavity sufficient to contain forty.foar million gal-
lons. Surely it cannot be considered & mark of
englneering #kill to spend elghty-eight thousard
seven hundred snd seventy-four dollars and elghty
censs hauling waste earth to the spoll-bank; as he
proposes to do. All the excavaton necessary is
thut to torm the embankment, and only earth anfit
to be 10 used should be hauled to the spoll-bank.
1t I8 also difficult to concelve where the large
smount of MAsORTY estimates can be used; and to
spend twenty-fiye thousnnd dollnrs npon the gate
chnmbers of 80 smnll & reser voir wonld be anwar-
runted extrayagnnce, With these deductions my
eriimnie will bé found abou. correct,

The same remarks will apply to the calonintions
tor the lnrge reservolr; which bhe makes to cost
peven hundred sad sevenly-two thousand nine
hupdred and sixty-six doliars sad thirty-foar
cents, where there is an sstimate of one hundred
pnd elghty-two thousand six hundred and ninety-
three doliars and sixty cents for hauling whsts
earth to the epoil-bank, pod fifty-one thousand ons
hundred and sixty dollsrs and eighty cents for
filing depressions in the bottom of the reservolr.
I the depressions needed filling, the rroprler.y of
doing It with surpius earth, instead of bhauling it
to the epoil-baAnk, would have suggesied itself to
almost any pne, thas saviog, at lenst, the fifty-one
thousand one hundred and sixiy doliars and mght
cents. Throwing ount these items, and othera whic
simply serve the purpose of awelling the amount,
the estimate I presented you will be found suffi-
clent.

One of the objections urged against the large
réservolr, is the expenss of making it of any
utility 1o the principdl portion of the city lying
enst of the river, the estimated cost by your Eogi-
peer belng one bundred nod ninety thoussnd dol-
lars. The distance from Thirty-fifth strest, on
which it was pro| to Iny the main from the
Twenty-fourth Ward Water Works, to the thirty.
ipch mailn connecting the Uorinthian avemue and
Spring Garden reservoird, is only aboat four thou-
sand teet, On norih College Avenne Lhere are two
gixtéen inch malos, o one of which conaeclions
have alrendy been made, leading norih through
that part of the city which is ut t00 great an eie-
yation to be properly supplied by the olther works.
The superior elevation of the Twenty-fourth ward
reservolr 18 such thal Its entire contenls could be
poured ino those on the eist side If necessary—the
conteation suggested, and the closing of a few
stops are all that will be required to complets the
arrangement, The one hundred and ninsty thou-
sand dollars which your Engineer sstimntes the
¢onnection to cost might be expended, but fifty
thousand dollnrs would be more ithan sofiolent
for the work. Hadthe large reservoir been ocon-
siracted and connsoted as recommendad, it wouid
Bove peen more than paid for by preventing the
aonoyance and loss to which munnfacturers were
subjected by the tullure of the ity to farnish them
wilh water during several days of the past sum.

Anotber objection Is Bnased npon
the experience bnd with a single twenty-inch main
at the Jersey Oy Workn; this single instance is
not sofliclent to found s prineiple npon, and It may
be added that the water of the Passalo |s ditfferent
in Its nction upon iron from that of the Schuyikill,
The sction of the Schuylkill water is 50 slight that
ihe conting of the pipe has not besn considersd of
snfliclent mportance to warrant ihe expense, The
laea that cortiog pipes will increase their capacicty
1o deliyer water |8 o mistaken one. The strutom
of water In coninot with the sides of the pips forins
& better lubricalor than nny other substance,

The report Is also Turnshed with an estimate
which makes the coat of the works for Roxeorough
six hundred and forty.seven thousand dolinrs, in-
stend of two bundred and finy thonsand dollars,
the amount originally appropriated. No sstimate
was made for a maln to Germantown, the works
supplying that pince being at the time i the haad
of & private company. be pricesof labor and
materinl have ndvancod fully fifteen per cent. since
m{ eallmate was made, but these are the only ad-
ditlons necesanry, The time when another engine
will be required Is %0 far in the fature that it
Dot properly enter Into these cnloulations. The
works will answer all purposes, if carried out ns
originally planned, and will furnish n supply of
two million (5."“' per day to Roxborough, Ea-
nayunk and Germantown,

n projecting the works it was fally understood
that the water furnlshed to Manayunk would be
lifted to & &rnnlar slevation than necessary, but
until the entire capacity of the works la demunded,
It wonld be useless to erect pumping works ex-
pressly for the low-lying districts, Objeotions
might be urged to other statements contained in
these reports, but the above will be sufficient for
the purposes of this communjcation.
